NEW ORDERS FOR . 
DELIVERING OF MAIL 
GOES INTO EFFECT 


Andy Becker, Acting Postmas- 
ter advises that orders to him in- 
sist that for. mail to be deliv- 
ered street addresses must ac- 
company names of addressees 
otherwise the Posta: Dept. has 
warned that mail will not be de- 
livered. 

‘As an example mail addressed 
to Mr. John Doe, 

Bay St. Louis, Miss. 
must be changed to read: 

Mr. John Doe, 
108 Main Street., 
Bay St. Louis, Miss. 

There was a time when it was 
easy, continued the Acting Post- 
master for experienced men in 
small communities to properly 
assort mail minus street addresses 
for deiivery. However, changes -of 
personnel, influx of new resi- 
dents, etc., have all added to the 
fact that it can no longer be 
done with sureness; and it is a 
violation of postal regulations. 

_ “We have a great stack of Christ- 
mas mail" said Becker, "which 
came into town with just names 
persons who are unknown to of- 
fice personnel, and with no re- 
turn addresses. All of these cards 
and letters will be sent to the 

Dead Letter Office." 

Another edict of the Postal 
Dept. is warning to the senders 
of all chain letters, whether or 
not the letters are hand deliver 
ed they still become ۵ 7 
of the law, said Becker due t 
the fact that rewards are maile 
and the law against using th 
mails to defraud comes into th 
picture. 

Some of these chain letters re 
fer to Government Savings Bonds 
or other types of rewards for 
continuing the chain. All are a 
violation of Federal Statues
